they be diſcharged of all bondes and dueties or ſubiection towardes our ſaid ſuſter, and be from 
the ſame time in nature and lawe bound onely to vs as to their onely Soueraigne Ladie and 
Queene: where with we do by this our Pꝛoclamation ſfraightly charge and allye them to vs, 
p2omiling on our part no leſſe loue and care towards their pꝛeſeruation, then hath bene in any 
of our Pꝛogenitours, and not doubting on their part but they will obſerue the duety which be⸗ 
longeth to naturall, good, and true louing ſubiects. 

And further we ſtraightly charge and command, all maner our ſaid ſubiects of euery degree, 
to keepe them ſelues in our pear, and not to attempt vpon any pꝛetence the bꝛeache, alteration 
oꝛ change of any oꝛder oꝛ vſage pzeſently eſtabliſhed within this our Realme, vpon paine ol our 
indignation and the perils and punichment which thereto in any wiſe may belong.
